The prime stuff out of 
which this motion picture 
is made is long forgotten 
black history. : 
‘There are oldtimers, of 
course, who remember, 
some more clearly than 
others, what it was like in 
the oldtime Negro leagues. 
But few young people ever 
have heard about the entity 
Bunny ~- Downs, “one-time 
bus driver for the Cincin- 
nati Clowns, was talking 
about when-he said: . 
“Shucking corn, hoeing 
potatoes, picking cotton 
ain't no tougher than this 
business. Nod, sir. For a 
real, hard-working 
business, day in and out, 
you gotta take this here— 
whatchacallit? — .tourist 
baseball.” 
You can’t blame the 
young people, though. 
They-tlive in-an\era when 
Hank Aaron, who got his 
start with team much like 
“Bingo Long’s,” the In- 
dianapolis Clowns, is the 
all-time home run king and 
earns $275,000 a year with 
the Milwaukee Brewers. 
They live in an era when 
every major league team is 
integrated. 
~ Théy live in an era when 
black players, like white 
players, hold out for higher 
salaries, play out options, 
and sound off to the media 
when they believe things 
are going down wrong. 
Many young people 
today, sad to say, perhaps, 
aren't even familiar with 
the trials and tribulations 
Jackle Robinson endured 
as he, brought into the 
game by the late Brooklyn 
Dodgers president, Branch 
Rickey, opened the door to 
organized baseball com- 
petition for black American 
and black Latin players. 
The movie, “Bingo 
Long,” will whet their in- 
terest in both sagas—that 
of the oldtime Negro 
leaguers and that of the 
super-star pioneer, Jackie 
Robinson. For the old- 
timers, “Bingo Long” is a 
guide back through the 
years in sweet nostaigia. 
“Bingo Long” can be 
described as a-“‘com- 
bination” movie: An enter- 
tainment (there’s lots of 
comedy and Thelma 
Houston’s soundtrack is a 
smash!), an informational 
film, an educational film, a 
Seeeerneny - significant 
im. 


The importance of 
“Bingo Long” is 
established initially by the 
VIP Hollywood figures who 
were involved in the 
making of it: Berry Gordy, 
founder of Motown, as 
executive producer; Rob 
Cohen, the young man 
who made “Mahogany,” as 
producer; John. Badham, 
as’ director. , 

“This picture,’ says 
Badham, who previously 
directed “The Law,” “The 
Gun,"" -and “isn't It 
Shocking?", ‘“is-not about 
baseball so much as it is 
about people and their ef- 
forts to achieve a little 
measure of independence 


at a time when biack 
people had no indepen- 
dence at all.- it's fike 
emerging black capitalism 
in a sense — these fellows 
breaking away from the 
owners of the Negro 
National League and 
saying, ‘We'll have our 
Own team and do our own 
barnstorming! And they 
have a lot of fun doing it ... 
there're a lot of warm, 
human relationships in 


That is, in essence, the 
story. 

‘Billy. “Dee Williams, as 
“Bingo Long,” leads a 
team of black players who 
have quit the Negro 
National League in protest 
against the  stioddy 
methods and cold-blooded 
attitudes of team owners, 
one of.who happens to be 
a woman. 

In true capitalistic 
fashion, these black 
owners do everything they 
can in attempts to. destroy 
“The Bingo Long Traveling 
All-Stars and Motor 
Kings.” They even go so 
far as to hire thugs to beat 
and cut them up 

Eventually, though, the 
much-harassed “Bingo 
Long” team finds its gim- 
mick and its niche: It 
begins to play local white 
teams; it spruces up its 
game with comedy. 

The result: Instant hit. 

Ted Ross, a star in “The 
Wiz,” plays Sallison Porter, 
the nastiest and most evil 
of the Negro League team 


(Daddy Wags) 
Wagner, former home- 
run-hitting outfielder 
with the San Francisco 
Giants and California 
Angels and Sam Brison, 
who played oldtime Negro 
league ball, also have im- 
portant roles. 

Brison was thrilled when 
he was offered a part in the 


movie. Latér, he said the- 


filming of “Bingo Long” 
was “like living my life 
over.” 

The movie, ¥*Bingo 
Long,” will revive many of 
the great old stories about 
Negro league baseball, 
rekindle the old controver- 
sies, and in other ways set 
off its own kind of 
nostalgia craze. And, of 
course, you will hear the 
oldtimers against: talking 
about. ‘what might have 
been” if they hadn't been 
born too soon. 

As John Greenleaf Whit- 
tier wrote: 

“Of all the sad words 

“Of tongue or pen, 

“The saddest are these: 

“It might have been.” 

So, let's deal with what 
was; what actually hap- 
pened. 

How good, for example, 
were those oldtime Negro 
baseball players in _com- 
parison with the white 
stars? 

Good-enough, first of all,

Although the Friday, July. 16, criminal ket include: 
many of the same theft and assauit charges sean 
everyday, those keen eyed Municipal Court Judges will 
also be on the lookout for some of the dope or’ sex- 
related charges which were passed into law effective 
July 1. Isaac Johnson, 1734 E. Kossuth St., will be one of 
the ouoriees, defendants slated for a hearing on the 
spanking new charge of som eveied trafficking. 

Johnson, 39, was charged July 3 after officers, armed 
with @ search warrant, raided his South Eastside home 
and found 11 grams of heroin - an amount exceeding the 
bulk amount but less than three times the bulk amount. 
according to his affadavit, Authorities acquired the 
warrant after receiving a tip from a “reliable informant”, 
who. revealed that Johnson and-his wife Margaret ‘had:

-~-Alone On Angola 


The United States has vetded the 
People’s Republic of Angola's request for 
admission to the United Nations. In a crass 
demonstration of diplomatic power, the 
Ford administration stood alone in a 
Security Council vote on June 23 and 
opposed the Angolan application to the 
United Nations. All other members of the 
Security Council voted for Angola's ad- 
mission except the People's Republic’ of 
China which declined to participate in 
the vote. 

Although the People's Republic of An- 
gola has now been recognized by 112 
countries, the United States government 
continues to argue that the presence of 
Cuban troops in Angola is justification for 
both not extending US diplomatic 
recognition to Angola -and now, in an 
apparent’ hardening of position, to stand 
alone before the world community and use 
its power to prevent Angola from taking its 
rightful place within the United Nations. 

Some reports of behind the scenes’ 
maneuvering and negotiation which went 
on just before the vote stated that the 
United States’ asked that the vote be post- 
poned until after the Republican con- 
vention in mid-August. intimating that

They 
ran liquor, paper, oil, drug, radio and TV 
companies, The automobile industry, 
which had a bad year in 1975 still man- 
aged to place Thomas A. Murphy, chair- 
man of General Motors in fifteenth place 
with compensation. of $540,000. 

While total executive compensation in- 
creased by an average of only 4.25 PM: 
cent, there were some exceptionaf> in- 
dustries. Non-bank financial executives ~ 
got the biggest raises, 47 percent because 
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the United States would not veto Angolas 
application at that time, However Angola's 
request. for admission to the United 
Nations came on April 22 of this year. 
Consideration of the. application has 
already been delayed once at the request 
of the United States which threatened to 
use the veto if the vote was taken before 
the Republican primaries were over, Given 
the US government hostility toward the 
MPLA government in Angola and the 
history of US efforts to destroy the MPLA, 
the Angolans certainly coujd not count on 
the United States not finding another 
reason to ask for a third delay after the 
Republican convention. 

For & country to be admitted to the 
United Nations, the Security Council must 
make a positive recommendation to tne 
General . Assembly. 
pressured into reversing its position 
before the General Assembly meets in 
September, the People’s Republic of An- 
gola will become a UN member. Of 


particular importance is Angola’s concern 
that it become eligible as quickly as 
possible for the many kinds of technical °

Our visit to the Garden of Gethsemane, 
beautiful with shrubs and flowers and, 
two olive trees said to be over 3,000 
years old. A beautiful chapel completes 
the garden which is walled in. 

We got an early start for our trip to the 
famous mountaintop citadel of King 
Herod, wat Massada. The trip took us 
along the shores of the Dead Sea, 1286 
feet below sea level.

Opping in the stores of Jerusalem is 
interesting. Most all’ salesmen speak 
English despite the fact that Hebrew is 
the official state language. Most stores 
are small. The streets are crowded with 
people and automobiles. 

The new buildings. especially’ 
apartments, are going up everywhere. 
The Hebrew —University— brings 
modernization into reality. Beautiful 
flowers, trees and grass abound through 
these newly developed sections of the 
city, These make you forget you are in a 
desert land. 

After dinner Thursday. we were 
privileged to meet with Mr. Gur Aryeh; 
advisor to the Prime Minister on Arab 
Affairs, His subject: “Minorities in Israel.” 
It was a lively and interesting session. 
The Arabs are the minority here. And, 
with the hostility of the surrounding Arab 
nations, they are a féal security problem. 
Yet, we were told that, while Arabs 
compose about 3 % of the population of 


Jerusalem, there are- very few racial. . 


problems. 

On Friday, we got an early start for the 
trip that would take us from Jerusalem 
north as far as the Syrian and Lebanon 
borders. 

Enroute, we passed fields of 
vegetables, groves of olive trees and 
other fruits. We passed through the land 
of Samaria, where John the Baptist is 
buried. We stopped at Jacobs Well where 
a chapel has been built over it. The water 
is bucketed up and passed out for you to 
drink. 

Next we. came to -Nazareth where 
Jesus” family lived and, though he was 
born in Bethlehem, he spent most of his 
years here. A beautiful Catholic 
Cathedral has been built atop the old 
church that was built over the original 
house. 


Moving 6n. we reachéd ‘the Sea of ’ 


Galilee where much biblical history was 
made. The River of Jorcan flows in and 
out of the province of Galilee on its way 
to the Dead Sea. This is fresh water and. 
a great source of irrigation water that is 
used so efficiently by israel to make the 
desert lands bloom with all kinds of fruits 
and vegetables. 

Entering the Golan Heights area. 
brought us closer to military installations. 
Soon we saw the Syrian border. Also saw 
they say are trained-on 
Damacus in Syria.

Nitrous oxide is effective in relieving the 
pain of heart attacks, according to a 
recent article in the Journal of the AMA 
based on the work of a research team at 
the Harvard School of Public Health in 
Boston. Nitrous oxide was tested in a 
mixture with oxygen on 69 patients in 
one pete Hoh 42 patients in another by 
Doctors Peter L. Thompson and Bernard 
Lown, . 

The conclusion: A mix of 35 percent 
nitrous oxide with oxygen has a clear-cut 
role in pain relief in heart attack. It is safe 
and effective for mild pain, and is useful 
for relief of more serious pain. 

The finding offers a better means of 
controlling pain ‘in heart attacks. The 
most commoniy used drug is morphine or 
one of its derivatives. But the morphine 
itself sometimes causes ‘nausea and 
vomiting in an already distressed patient, 
And administration of pure oxygen alone 
is not very effective in relieving pain.

Angry protests occurred 
over the remarks of a Har- 
vard Medical School 
professor who recently 
complained of declining 
academic standards and 
linked that issue with the 
admission of more minority 
Students. 

Writing in the New 
England Journal - of 
Medicine, Dr. Bernard. D. 
Davis, a professor of Bac- 
terial Physiology, cited a 
black Harvard medical 
student who was awarded 
the M.D. degree last year 
by special vote of the 
faculty although he failed 
to pass part of a standard 
national examination. The 
truth is that faculty mem- 
bers and administrators 
Stated that the man was 
awarded the degree only 
after he received good 
reports during his intern- 
ship year. 

Joining in the protest

~- A federal judge has 
blocked indefinitely new 
Agriculture Department 
regulations that would 
have eliminated or reduced 
food stamp benefits to bet- 


ween 8.5 and 10.8 million 


persons. 
US. District Judge John 
Lewis Smith Jr., ruled that 
the Agriculture Department 
had exceeded the authority 
ranted last year by 
ongress to “tighten up” 
food stamp. procedures 
when it drew up the new 
ulations. 
he judge's action came 
on a suit filed by a 
coalition that includes 26 
states, 53 labor unions, 20 
religious groups and the 
District of Columbia. The 


~-regutations— had—been 


scheduled to go into effect 
June 1, but were tem- 
porarily blocked on May 28 
by another federal judge. 

Judge Smith’ held that 
proposals by Congress to 
eliminate waste in the food 
stamp program, “important 
as they may be, certainly 
do not suggest that USDA 
radically alter the scope 
and. substance of the food 
stamp program or that the 
agency terminate or 
reduce benefits for almost 
one-half of the 19-million 


participants.” 

Congress is currently 
considering legislative 
reforms for the stamp 


program, which has come 
under sharp attack in 
recent monthé. 

Judge. Smith said that 
the “plaintiffs have shown 
in great detail the wide- 
spread, irreparable harm to 
states and to food stamp 
recipients that would result 
from the implementation of 
the proposed regulations. 
Enormous administrative 
burdens would accompan 
the regulatory provisions.”

What was needed, 
according to the general, 
were not just temporary 
solutions, but far reaching 
actions that would cut to 
the core of issues such as 
Promotions, career field 
imbalance and assignment 
policies.

plan in 1972 -- the Equal 
Opportunity Affirmative 
Action Plan. It tasks each
